Herdsman".  In  bis  talk  upon  this 
subject  be  drew  n  sharp  contrast 
between  the  efficiency  of  the  negro 
and  while  man  as  herdsmen.  He 
pointed  OUt  several  places  where 
skilled  and  efficient  labor  would 
be  needed  if  success  came.

"Carrying  the  College  to  the  Farm." 
He  told  bow  the  boys  and  girls  of 
Alabama  were  reached  through  the 
extension  department.  The  boys 
are  reached  through  the  corn  club 
work;  the  girls  through  the  tomato 
'club  work.  The  boys  are  not  only 
taught  the  best  methods  for  raising 
corn  but  there  has  recently  been 
organised  a  pig  club.  Through 
ibis  and  by  this  the  boys  are  being 
educated  along  a  live  slock  line.
